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Collective and Compound Nouns 


The singular form of a collective noun names a group. A compound noun consists of two or 
more words used together as one noun. The parts of a compound noun may be written as one 
word, as separate words, or as a hyphenated word.

COMPOUND NOUNS highway, high school, son-in-law

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Pronouns and Antecedents 


1b. A pronoun takes the place of one or more nouns or pronouns. 


The word that a pronoun stands for is the antecedent of the pronoun. 

EXAMPLES Ruth decorated the room herself. [The noun Ruth is the antecedent of herself.] 

The teacher wrote his name on the board. [The noun teacher is the antecedent of his.]

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Personal, Reflexive, and Intensive Pronouns 


A personal pronoun refers to the one(s) speaking (first person), the one(s) spoken to (second 
person), or the one(s) spoken about (third person). 

A reflexive pronoun refers to the subject of a verb and functions as a complement or as the 
object of a preposition. 

An intensive pronoun emphasizes its antecedent — a noun or another pronoun.

Id. A verb expresses action or a state of being.

A main verb and one or more helping verbs (also called auxiliary verbs) make up a verb 
phrase. A modal is a helping verb that is joined with a main verb to express an attitude such as 
necessity or possibility.

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Linking Verbs 


A linking verb connects the subject to a word or word group that identifies or describes the 
subject. Such a word or word group is called a subject complement. 

EXAMPLES This meal smells delicious!

An 
intransitive verb does not have an object.

[The 
object passes receives the action of the verb has thrown.] 

INTRANSITIVE Rain has been falling for the last three hours.

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Adverbs and the Words They Modify 


1e. | An adverb modifies a verb, an adjective, or another adverb. 

An adverb tells how, when, where, or to ivhat extent (hozv much, hoiv often, or how long). 

EXAMPLES He spoke loudly and slowly. [The adverbs loudly and slowly modify the verb spoke, 


telling hoiv.] 

They sat in the extremely uncomfortable chairs. [The adverb extremely modifies the 

adjective uncomfortable, telling to what extent.] 

She wrote the answers very neatly. [The adverb very modifies the adverb neatly, 
telling to what extent. The adverb neatly modifies the verb wrote, telling how.]

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The Preposition 


If. | A preposition shows the relationship of a noun or pronoun, called the object of the preposition, 
to another word.

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Essential and Nonessential Clauses 

Depending on how it is used, an adjective clause is either essential or nonessential. 

An essential clause provides information that is necessary to the meaning of the sentence. 

EXAMPLE Everyone who played for Coach Mendoza last year attended a banquet in the coach's 
honor. [Omitting the adjective clause would change the basic meaning of the 
sentence.] 


A nonessential clause provides additional information that can be omitted without changing 
the basic meaning of the sentence. A nonessential clause is set off by commas. 

EXAMPLE Coach Mendoza, who has gained the admiration of students and teachers alike, will 

retire next year. [The adjective clause gives extra information. Omitting the clause 
would not change the basic meaning of the sentence.]

A compound subject consists of two or more subjects that are joined by a conjunction and that 
have the same verb.

Some compound subjects joined by and name only one person or thing and take singular 
verbs. 


EXAMPLES Andrea, Benjamin, and Danny were present at the awards show. 
The producer and director of the movie was she. 



Singular subjects joined by or or nor take a singular verb. 


EXAMPLE Neither Danny nor Nick has appeared on stage before. 



When a singular subject and a plural subject are joined by or or nor, the verb agrees with the 
subject nearer the verb. 


EXAMPLES Neither the team members nor the coach has been to the Super Bowl. 

Neither the coach nor the team members have been to the Super Bowl.

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Agreement of Pronoun and Antecedent A 


A pronoun usually refers to a noun or another pronoun, which is called the pronoun's 
antecedent. 



A pronoun should agree in number, gender, and person with its antecedent. 


(1 ) Singular pronouns refer to singular antecedents. Plural pronouns refer to plural antecedents. 
EXAMPLES Theodore Roethke won the Pulitzer Prize for one of his books of poetry, [singular] 
The trees have shed their leaves, [plural] 


(2) Some singular pronouns indicate gender. 

EXAMPLES That morning Mr. Itoh took his dog for a long walk, [masculine] 

Danielle was out of breath when she rushed into the room, [feminine] 

The technician worked on the computer for hours but could not fix it. [neuter] 


(3) Person indicates whether a pronoun refers to the one(s) speaking [first person), the one(s) spoken 
to [second person), or the one(s) spoken of [third person). 

EXAMPLES We adopted our cat from the animal shelter, [first person] 

Did you paint this beautiful landscape yourself? [second person] 

They built their own adobe home in Taos, New Mexico, [third person]

An expression of an amount is singular when the amount is thought of as a unit and plural 
when the amount is thought of as separate parts.

She dropped the eight dollars, and a gust of wind promptly swept them away. 

A fraction or a percentage is singular when it refers to a singular word and plural when it 
refers to a plural word. 

EXAMPLES About one quarter of the pizza was left, and Tara put it in the refrigerator. 

About one quarter of the enchiladas were left, and Tara put them in the refrigerator.

Case is the form that a noun or a pronoun takes to show its relationship to other words in a 
sentence. In English, there are three cases: nominative, objective, and possessive. Most 
personal pronouns have three different forms, one for each case. Within each case, the forms of 
the personal pronoun also indicate number, person, and gender.

subject singers. Since a subject of a verb is in the nominative case, an appositive 
identifying the subject is also in the nominative case.] 

EXAMPLE The judges chose the singers, Leonard and her. [Leonard and her identify the direct 
object singers. Since the direct object is in the objective case, an appositive 
identifying it is also in the objective case.]

In Egypt, one such clash was brought on by 
Amenhotep IV, the pharaoh who ruled from 
about 1379 B.c. to 1362 B.c. He angered the 
polytheistic priests by teaching the existence of 
only one god, the sun, symbolized by a sun disk 
called the Aton. Amenhotep even changed his 
name to Akhenaton to honor the Aton. He 
moved the capital to Tell el Amarna from 
Thebes, where the nobles and priests had 
become powerful. Egyptian wealth no longer 
poured in to the priests at the great temple of 
Thebes. A fierce political struggle broke out 
between Akhenaton and priests and nobles who 
worshiped many gods. The pharaoh gradually 
learned that orders cannot change religious 
beliefs; when he died the clash between church 
and state ended. His successor, Tutankhamen, 
proved his willingness to revert to the old sys- 
tem of beliefs. Well known today, Tutankhamen, 
whose life-sized gold funeral mask was discov- 
ered in his tomb in 1922, died at age eighteen. 
Nevertheless, he ruled long enough to move 
Egypt's capital city back to Thebes.
